At the last congress of tha Maccabi World Usion—which is the Union 
of all Jewish sports and gymnastics associations—a resolution was carried 
asking the Executive of the Union to take steps to secure the moral and 
financial support of the Zionist Executive. It was held that the Zionist 
leaders, although sympathising with the aims of the Union, did not interest 
themselves enough in the movement. Last week a meeting of the Union 
was held in Vienna to consider the report of Dr. Kuhn (Berlin) on the first 
stage of the negotiations made with the Zionist Executive. ‘There were 
present: Dr. Spiegler (Chairman); Councillor Sonnenfeld, Prague; Dr.

CHILD HYGIENE. 


The Rev. ADLER pre sided at the sixth lecture of the Jewish 
Health Organisation (0 Z.F.) at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, last Saturday 
even ng. Introducing the lecturer (Dr. H. M. Joseph) the Chairman recalled 
that during the war Dr. Joseph was the Sanitary Officer for a whole district 
near Amiens, having in his care the health of both the civilian and military 
population. Dr. Josevh, however, gave up this duty, preferring to work Ww 
the trenches. Though many Jewish doctors had served in the forces, he 
was the only one who had been awarded the Military Cross. 

Dr. Josevit began his lecture by demoristrating the importance for 
children of care and cleanliness in the home. Some children suffered from 
overclothing. As much as seventeen layers of clothing had been found on 
the chests of seme children, and ten garments was the average. Only 
enough clothing to keep warm was necessary, while in summer this 
should be not enly light, butloose. A healthy and active child required, in 
the stmmer, roughly speaking, nothing by way of clothes. As to food for 
children, they were often told that it should be simple and divestible.. I 
would perhaps be nearer the truth to say that the food should be, on the 
contrary, complex and indigestibie, unless it was for babies or delicate 
children who required special care. 
complete first dentition, (i ¢. after two years of age), its digestive apparatus 
was ready to attack all ordinary foodstuffs, The digestive organs, like the 
muscles and brain, should be given ample opportunity through exercise to 
grow strongér. That pirticular kind of food which was in season was not only 
the cheapest, but was also usually at its best as regards nutritive value. 
Tasty foods, such as were tinned or highly spiced, should be avoided because 
of their tendency to spoil the child's palate, and destroy its appetite 
Pastry, cake and sweet foods werodg*yeneral indigestible, and therefore god 
for children, but they should not be given too freely between meals nor 
‘before meals, as they spoilt the appetite for other necessary but less 
palatable food. Who esome food without flavouring was best. Nevertheless, 
likes and dislikes could not be disregarded for “he who: had no stomach " 
‘for his food would certainly digest it with difficulty. Children's tastes 
changed with age, but by example and encouragement could be trained 
towards those foods of greatest body-building value. Ina good diet, meats, 
‘fats, sugars, starches and vitamines, which respectively built up the body, 
‘provide | the energy. for work, and gave warmth, should be appropriately 
mixed. There were certain foods which disagreed with some people to such an 
extent as to cause nettlerash on the skin. Oitmeal and cheese ought to be 
used more thin th y were, aid por id e could b> mate de icious if p ope 
knew how to cook: . Perhaps no popular phras>» had done more mischief 
in the wor'd than “catching cod.” . There was wor. truth in ascribing 
many ills to “ec tech ag warm,” or rather catching the stuffy warmth of a 
vitia'ed atm sphere.

Science. 

The basis of Science is measurement, but not measurement alone. 
There is such a thing'as the scientific spirit in the approach to everyday 
problems—problems in which measurement is not necessarily involved at 
all; and there is also the appreciation of the facts and wonders of Nature 
and of natural phenomena. The truly successful teacher of Science fosters 
all three of these aspects, and these are the ideals and aims kept in view in 
“AN InrrRopucTION To PiysicaL &crence,” by Mr. Ivor B. Hart (Oxford 
University Press, 4s.). Experimental work figures largely in the earlier 
chapters of the book. Gradually, however, as the method and habit of 
experiment becomes established, the number of formal experiments 
diminishes, and more rein is given to the descriptive side. ” Throughout, the 
stimulus of “application” has been kept.in view, and it is on this account, 
too, that the field covered has been wide. There are nearly two hundred 
exellent illustrations. 

THougurs Economics,” by Professor Gustay 
Cassel (T. Fisher Unwin, 63.), comprises a summary of a series of lecturos 
on Advanced Economics, delivered at the Uuiversity of London. It is in 
the very nature of this book that its subject should embrace the greater 
part of those economic problems which are of essential importance either 
for economic theory or or practical economic policy.

Social Service of the Sa.vation Army. 


IRRESPECTIVE OF CREED, SECT, OR RACE. 

This organisation which performs such admirable social service 
among. the destitute and the “down and out,” is a shining example of 
charitable «ndeavour free from the  perversionisis’ taint. Among 
the wreckage of humanity to whose help they are devoted, they 
not inf.equently come to the assistance of Jews and Jewesses, when 
they make it a rule never in any way to tamper with their religious beliefs. 

The sociil service of the Salvation Army covers a vast field, operating 
all over the world in the zone of poverty and wretchedness. The Salvation 
Army is cosmopolitan in its outlook, . ud the ebief title to a claim on its 
services is the necessity of a client. Consideration of creed, sect, race, and 
colour are excluded entirely. In London, its hostels, homes, and workshops, 
have proved of inestimable service to thousands of men who have missed 
their way in life, and many, through the timely help given by the Army, 
have been enabled to regain their footing on the social ladder and to ntount 
higher than they might otherwise have done but for their disciplining 
experience in the school of adversity. .The homes and hostels provided 
last year 9,527,035 beds, and 13,251,126 meals. The number of men employed 
Seenauarile and permanently, in these institutions last year was 254,082, and 
through their libour bureaux, out of 276,456 applications, 164,014 situations 
were found. | 

The Army, through its “ Auti-suicide Bureau,’ operates in a field of 
service which has been disregarded by all other religious and philanthropic 
organisations. By arrangement with the Metropolitan Police, all persons 
who attempt suicide in the London area are handed over to the Army in 
‘the event of there being no responsible friend dr relative forthcoming to 
take care of them. ‘The work of the Army aniong womtn and childrén has 
been the means of restoring to a respectable life thousands of girls and 
‘women who have erred and gone. astray. The Army conducts 127 industrial 
homes into which 8,938 women and girls. were received during the year, and 
8,046 were restored to relatives or friends, or situations were found for them. 

There are 59 Salvation Army maternity homes, including the Mothers’ 
Hospital at Clapton. Unmarried women are cared for in their time of 
trouble, but in these days of housing shortage the facilities of the Maternity 
Home are being used increasingly by women in whose homes the accommo- 
dation is inadequate, or the domestic conditions unsuitable. Ninety-six 


«hildren’s homes, with accommodation for 4,497,. represent auother 


important branch of the serviee, which also conducts 248 créches and 17 
industrial sthools, where 1,160 children are kept and educated. 

Tne whole of the funds of the Army are under the direction of General 
Booth as trustee. The accounts are audited by a first-class firm of chartered 
‘accountants, and balance-shee s aro issued yearly. (ieneral Bramwell Bocth 
receives no sa'ary from Salvation Army funds.’ Provision has been made 
‘by friends for this parpose, apart from the finances of the organisation,

Lrical, leaders m y not inaptly b» Cesribed as 
compe'ent cra temen. But there is no genius among them, and we are the 
poorer in consequ ‘nce. 

-hteca anda half c n‘urie: azo Jewry vas more fortunate. Agal x7 
of creat men appeared on t'e horizon. Dark inde d was the nat ional out- 
look: the Tempe had been destroye’, the people. were in a pessimistic 
mood, the fu'ure seemed hopeless. Without wise guid nc: the Jews migat 
belue’d. But if there vasa Titu#to pull down, there w.s, 
on the other side, a ¥ m Zaikaito uildup. Nor didhe stand 
alone: hi five disciples were famous men in their generation. Of one of 
them, Rabbi Eliezer ben Hyrkanos, the Master himself said: “If all the 
wise men of Israel were in onc scale of the balance, and Eliezer in the other, 
he would outweigh them all.” 

He could bave been no ordinary man to have merited such praise from 
such a source. But he deserved it. The son of a wealthy farmer, Ehezet 
was destined bw his father to manage the family estate as his predecessors 
had all done. tut the youth thirsted for knowledge, and nothing could 


have been ov 


restrain his zeal to cultivate not the soil but the Torah. At the age of tv4 
and twenty. he left home. against his father’s wishes, to sit at the feet of the 


wise in Jerusalem. His father determined to disinherit the rebel; buat i 
took him vears to put this resolve into practice. When he did actually 
proceed to the capital to take the necessary legal steps to this end, he was 
astonished and pleased to find his son a teacher of distinction, who was 
Winning golden opinions for his knowledge. ‘Lhe parental heart melted 
with pride; Ifyrkahes now went to the other extreme, and talked of 
making the clever son his sole heir. But the son would not hear of this, 
asking for mo more than his fair share of the patrimony. 

What manner of man was Eliezer?  tiis retentive memory 
proverbial: ~ Eliezer ben [yrkanos is a cemented cistern, which loses not a 
single drop.” Hs independence of thought was so firm that when he was 
convinced that his views were sound, he backed them up even againat 
establi-hed authority. On one occasion he was actually exiled for setting up 
his Opinions against these of his colleaguc.. Bitter indeed was the ban ; 
Rabban Gamalel, bis own brother-in-law, imposed it, and Rabbi Akiba, his 
favourite pupil, transmitted it to him. T’ossibly he felt that while Akiba 
was a great friend, truth wasastillgreater. Eliezer withdrew from Yamauia, 
the ceutre of loaruing, and lived in Cacsarea, a lonely scholar bearing his 
exile with digutt 

[t would seem that in Caesarea he had occasion to meet Jewish 
Christians in friendly intercourse ; one of them, a certain Jacob of Kefar 
Samia, is méeationed by name. So mach so must this have been the case, that 
when the Christisns were persecuted under Trajan, Eliezer was suspected of 
being au adherent of the new creed, and only barely escaped with his tife 
by establishing bis identity in the nick of time. Rabbi Akiba was greatly 
distressed on hearing of the incident, which he regarded as a warning’ to all 
good Jews to have nothing to do with sectaries. 

‘To the oi! Eliezer remained under ba. ; only on his deathbed did his 
friends an | colleagu>s come to see him. All the pent-up energy of the man 
b oke forth ; ak en discussion arose as to ‘‘u clean and clean” a topic on 
which | l.ezer was a specialist. Of a sudden the sick man stopped short, 
dea/. w.th the wor clean” on his lips. The assem led Rabbis regarded 
the omen as a sign of God's forgiveness and they mourned for one who had 
bac ed his opinion by suffering. I> was said that with the death of Eliezer 
the Book of Wisd m became hidden 7323 Now). 

Manifestly R bbi Eliezer w s a strong character. But he tempered 
consis ency wih co mon sen e especially in regard to the interpretation of 
Holy Writ. He wasn devotee of the letter, as the Sadducee: were: he 
sought for the spirit of the Biblical mes age and if a case arose for which 
nh) provision was made in the Jorah, he had recourse to reasoning by 
analogy in order io establish new rulings on matters of religious belief and 
daily couduet. But he took a line of his own; he did not go with the 
majority. Let an illustration or two suffice. Eliezer, contrary to the 
established opinion, allowed the instrument for circumcision to be carried 
on the Sabbath day from one plaice to another. “Holy Writ excludes from 


became 


the congregation of the Lord to the tenth generation one born ik adlulte py -¢, 


Rabbi Eliezer was willing to reduce the period to the third generation. A 
city guilty of idol-worship was to b2 razed to the ground: Rabbi Eliezer 
showed his humanity again by asserting that ifin one house in sucha city 
there should be found a Mezuzah, the city was to be saved by this single 
symbol of Jewish belief. | : 

His religious teaching was worthy of the man. Why, he asked, does the 
Shema ordain the love of God both with soul and with might? ‘There are 
some who value their lives above their material wealth : for these 
there is the ordinance to love God with their souls. There are others 
who value their material wealth above their lives; for these the ordinance 
prescribes love of God “with thy might.”” Rabbi Eliezer was filled with 
a perfect faith in the goodness of God. “He who hath bread in his basket 
yet sayeth, ‘What shall [eat on the morrow ?’ is among those of little faith.” 


(SION NON SDN 1503 OD ww The 
statement is reminiscent-of similar phrases in the sermoa on the Mount. 
“ Be notanxious forthe morrow. . . . O ye of little faith . . . Be 
not ansious, saying, what shall we eat ? or, what shall we drink °" Of good 
and evil, Kiiexer taught that man, not God, is the author. “ See, 1 put 
before thee this day life and good, and death and evil, therefore choose life af 
directly these words were u‘tered, God withdrew from both good and evil, 


which resulted henceforth from man's conduct. Possibly Rabbi Eliezer, 
when he tanght this doctrine, had Christian and heathen beliefsin mind. So 
too. when he declared that the only way to obtain redemption from Sin was 
by r-pentance. “Repent one day before thy death!” he admonished his 
disciples. On their urging that no man can know when he will die, he 
auswered, “ Then repent cach day of thy life {” 

Rabbi Eliezer possessed the social instincts in large measure. “Pe 
careful-of thy neighbour's honour,” he insisted, “ as on thine own.” For 
students he recommended personal intercourse with t-achers.~ [h>. mere 
acquisition of ki ow edze was aot enough ; true cu'ture implied the contact 
of mindwich mind. “He who has studied the Torah and the Mishna, but 
has not obtained actual teaching at the hands of the wise must be accounted 
an un'earnet mas.” (PINT BF Wow For 
him th» founding of a fam ly was a sociil duty.» “ He who has not brouzh: 
children intothe worldisasthoug were guilty of murder.” POW S>).:

among Jews. As for mankind, Rabbi Eliezer taught that one day all peoples 
would turn to God and accept His Kingdom. The seventy bullocks 
offered during the Festival of Tabernacles he explained as hayvingii reference 
to the seveaty nations of the earth. He was not unwilling to accept 
proselytes, provided he could be assured that they came out of no other 
motive but their love of Judaism. For prayer, he laid down a simple rule ; 
it should bubble up from the heart ; therefor», he was vot in favour of set 
prayers. abe) PN yap He was the author of a 
short prayer for those who had to travel in dangerous parts: “Lord, do 
Thy will in the heavens above; give contentment to those who worship 
Thee in the earth below : and do what seemeth good unto Thee. Blessed 
art ‘Thou, ) Lord, who hearest prayer ! 4 

Yet he had his prejudices, He did not favour the education of women 
(eden ina PR 55); his lov of mankind did 
not extend to the Samaritans; his apparent social sympathies did not 
include the ignorant peasant of the countryside.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE”

Rabbi Sir HERMANN GOLLANCZ. 


HAT enterprising and beneficent body, the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews. are fortunate in having secured for the 
purposes of the winter campaign for £20,000, on which they are 
at present engaged, the services as Chairman of Rabbi Sir 

Hermann Gollancz, who, in spite of his seventy-three years and the fact 
that he recently underwent a serious operation, has thrown himself with 
characteristic energy and no little 
originality into the difficult task 
of raising funds from our appeal- 
ridden community. Sir Hermann 
has not been content to be a mere 
fivure-head, but, as our columns 
have testified, has shown, by word 
and deed, that he takes the cause 


which he has espoused very 
seriously, and has shirked no 
means of bringing it to the 
attention of the community. Te 


a representative of Tue Jnwisnr

view, the objects of the campaign 

and the situation in the Ukraine 

which it is designed to alleviate. 
A Necessary Work. 

* Alihough I have very gladly responded to the invitation cxtended te 
me,” said Sir Hermann, “to become Chairman of the Appeal Committee of 
the Federation, Iam no stranger to the work of that body of which I have 
the honour to be one of the Vice-Presidents, and in common with so many 
other ardent workers, have been impressed with the urgent need of 
mitigating, in however small a degree, the unhappy lot of our brethren in 
the Ukraine. ‘The first point I should like to drive home is that, contrary 
to a belief quite erroneously held in come quarters, the necessity of the 
work of the Federation still exists, and indeed is more pressing than ever, 
f would remind your readers that the Jews of the Ukraine suffered from 
the war more than any other section of the European population. The tide 
of the conflict flowed and ebbed many times across the areas of Jewish resi- 
dence, and whea the war ceased the same nuhappy districts were the scene of 
the abortive campaigns against the Bolshevists led by Petlura and Denikin- 
Those campaigns, T need bardly recall, were accompanied by a wave of 
unexampled pogroms and larg -scale massacres of Jews which surpassed, in 


their horrors and the atrocities by which they were signalised, any- 
thing that had previously stained the annals of history - affecting 
Jews. The stain was not on J wish history, but on the history 


ofthe world touching the Jewish people. As if they were not enough, 
they were followed by terrible epidemics and famine, while to cap 
all, the economic policy pursued by the Soviet régime deprived the Jewish 
traders of their means of livelihood. The cumulative result of all these 
horrors has been that the entire Jewish po, ulation of the Ukraine—or 
rather these that survive—are in a state of extreme destitution, widows, 
orphans, the aged and t e sick forming a predominant pait of the remnant. 


The curtailment of the work of other relief orgamsations has left the 


Federation to shoulder a burden which must make the stoutest-hearted of 
us quail, but my colleagues and I have resolved to do what we can at any 
rate to alleviate the horrors of the present winter for these unfortunates. 
We are concentrating mainly upon four kinds of relief work, namely child 
welfare, medical aid, emigration, and special cases. 

The Children. 

* The fate of the Jewish children in the Ukraine gives us most concern. 
Hstimates vary as to the number of homeless Jewish or -hans in the Ukraine, 
but the lowest estimate places it at 50,000, and the most a palling messages 
are reaching us concerning their lot. Perhaps the most tragic—and the most 
recent—-describes how the frozen corpses of theso little ones are being dug 
out of the snow as househoiders clear the front of their dwellings. All the 
existing homes are full, and even the Soviet Press is denouncing a state of 
tffairs under which such tragedies are pos-ible. Starvation and disease are 
rampant, and a special branch of our campaign relates to the raising of funds 
to keep our children’s kit:bens going in the larger centres. These kitchens 
are so efficiently and economically administered that two meals a day can be 
provided at a cost of only six shillings a month This sum is so smal] 
that we cannot believe there will be any member of Anglo-Jewry who will 
abstain from the small sacrifice necessary to keep a Jewish child alive 
throug! the cruel winter. 

Medical Aid. 

“Olosely allied with the special work for the children is the provision 
of modical aid which is mainly concerned with the needs of the little ones 
The Federation, in conjunction with the “0O.Z.E.,” (the Jewish Health 
Organisation), helps to maintain a number of hospitals, clinics and infant 
A few fi-ures will suffice to show the need of this work. 
An investigation conducted by the Commissariat for health among 23,000 


‘children in homes and schools in the Ukraine showed that from 26 to 40 per 


cent, are suffering from tubercular conditions. A similar Jewish enquirs 


showed that ¢.9., 50 per cent of tie children in Nicolaieff and 46 per cent 


in Tiraspol were tubercular. 50,000 children are registered as suffering 

from favus in four provinces alone. In Kieff, Odessa and other centres 

it is found necessary to reserve a number of children’s homes specially for 

sufferers from this scourge. In the Ukrainian child:en’s homes, over 8,000 

children are registered as suffering from eczema. A report from Kieff just

can behold unmoved the troubles and afflictions of mankind. The study 
and practice of the Zora’ as the unseifish aim of the Israelite is the 
central lesson of Hillel's teaching. Tis stuly of the Law must be neither 
for fame nor profit. He has already lost the name who sought for fame. 
He can never wear its crown who sells its heavenly jewels for wordly gain. 
Constant study and porsistent practice are the price of its a: quirement 
(Ethics i, 13). It was thus no rosy path tha’ Hii el offered to those he 
loved so weil. Great treasure cannot be cheaply bought. But frienuly 
hearts and hands may cheer us to our task. A word of counsel may give 
some knowledge of the road.

received describes the conditions in a typical Jewish household visited by 
cur workers. A picture 16 drawn of a dark and reeking cellar inhabited by 
a pogrom widow and her four little children. The latter are clad in rags 
through which thoir emaciated bodies protrude. They shiver with cold and 
cry for bread, Only the youngest, eight years old, is impervious to thes¢ 
kensations, bul he is in the last stages of tuberculosis, and the angel of 
death is at his side. We can well understand our workers’ statement that 
after a round of such tragic scenes they arc unable to sleep. 
Emigration. 

‘ Another variety of relief,” Sir Hermann went on to say, “ is on behalf 
of those whe have the possibility of escaping from the Ukrainian hell, but 
who need a liltle financial assistance to cnable them to emigrate. Many of 
those thus assisted have relatives in this country, and this branch of our 
activities should make a special appeal to former residents in the Ukraine, 

Special Cases. 

‘Much of our work, however, cannot be classified, and relates to special 
cases —Hebrew teachers thrown out of employment, starving Rabbis, the 
aged, the crippled aud small traders in need of loans to rehabilitate them- 
solves. A great deal of correspondence is received by the Federation in 
regard to these cases which are often of a very pathetic nature. 

Administration, 

“ There is just one other aspect of the work of the Federation to which 
T would like ¢o- allude, the moro particularly as a great deal of misapprehen 
sion appears 4o prevail on the matter. T © Federation, since its establish 
ment in 1920, has collected and distributed over £200,000 besides vast 
quantitios of clothing, food, and medicaments. It has also acted as the 
intermediary for the despatch of large funds and many parcels for private 
persons. The wholo of this work has been carried out for an 
administrative expenditure of under nine per cent. in the earlier period, and 
fourteen per cent, latterly when the reveune was greatly reduced. The 
Federation has been very successful in securing that its remittances reach 
the recipients, and for this it owes a debt of gratitude to the devoted work 
of its relief committees and agents in the Ukraine, who have to carry on 
their labours under extraordinarily difficult conditions. IT am convinced that 
tho record of the Federation for economical administration will compare 
favourably with any other organisation carrying on activities of like 
magritude, Ti only r mains for me once more to commend the cause of our 
anhappy brethren in the Ukraine to the sympathies of your readers, and to 
thank Tin Jewisn Canoxice for its powerful support of the work of the 
Federation.”

Renewed Demand for Resignation. 

The decision of the Executives of the Zionist Organisation of America 
and of the United Palestine Appeal not to accept Dr. Stephen Wise’s offer 
of resignation from the chairmanship of the United Palestin Appeal, and 
to pledge him the “continued and undiminished co-operation and loyal 
support of all Zionists " has not succeeded in laying the storm raised by Dr, 
Wise’s sermon on Jesus, preached recently in the Carnegic Hall in New 
York, 

The Executive of the Union of Orthedox Rabbis in America (Agudath 
Havabonim) has unanimously decided to stand by its first resolution 
demanding that Dr. Wise be deposed from his chairmanship of the United 
Palestine Appeal, and declaring that should Dr. Wise continue to remain 
chairman of the United Palestine Appeal, the Union of Orthodox Rabbia 
would be compelled to declare openly and’ sharply that as long as he is 
chairman it is a religious transgression to work for and support the funds, 
“notwithstanding that they are truly holy and dear to us," 

In accordance with this decision, the Executive of the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis has decided to convene a national convention of Rabbis 
in order to take further action on these lines.—J.T.A.

The Jews of .S.itzerlind are this week celebrating the sixtieth 
anniversary of the revision of the Swiss Federal Constitution, by which 
Jews were given equal rights with the crtizens of Christain faith. Some 
time before that certain of the anti-Jewish restrictions had alreidy been 
withdrawn in some of the Cantons, Lut this was not extended throughout 
the Confederation. It was not until the negotiations with France for a 
commercial treaty that the question of Jewish emancipation was brought 
up. Great Britain and the United States also made efforte in favour of the 
Jewish emancipation. In December, 1864, the Federal Counc! crused a 
plebisette to be taken on the question, and the articles granting equal 
citizenship rights to the Jews were passed by 170,032 votes for and 14) 401 
ugamst.

Jews and Indians in South Africa. 
From Mr. Hy. S. L. POLAK. 
To the Editor of Tur Jrwisn Crron icce. 

Sin.—Some years ago. when it was my privilege to stand side by side 
with Mr. M. K. Gandhi in defence of the Indian community in South Africa, 
you were good enough to lend to the cause that we represented the full 
weight of your valuable support, on the best of all grounds, namely, ethical 
ones. I had hoped, when I left South Africa in 1916, that an eval page in 
the history of the country was turned and that our coreligionists, many of 
whom had made the mistake of siding with the oppressors of the Indian 


community, would, in the future, work side by side with the latter in the 
Unfortunately these hopes have been 
frustrated, and there has once again developed in South Africa a fresh and 
yet more bitter attack on Indian vested rights, with a view, if possible, to 


interests of a common citizenship.

J have, on more than one occasion, in your columns and in the Jewish 
Press in South Africa, drawn a parallel between the history of anti- 
Semitism in Central and Eastern Europe, and that of the anti-Asiatic 
campaign pursued from time to time in South Africa. 


there(many of them aliens), in spite of the valiant efforts of individual 
Jews hke Morris Alexander of Capetown, and Hermann Kallenbach, and 
L. W. Ritch, of Johannesburg, who, in this matter, have always staunchly 
advocated the cause of the oppressed. It seems to be one of the most 
common, but nevertheless dismal, features of human Agture that the one 
time oppressed becomes in his turn the oppressor so soon as he eay find a 
scapegoat. Lam reminded of the folly aud the danger of this by a non- 
Jewish friend who writes to me as follows by this mail from South Africa; 

Such an attitude is highly dangerous for those adopting it. I find that the 
Jewish track rs who want to get in when the Indians are driven ont are (human 
wature being what itis) lielying in the anti-Asiatic movement. But from 
the Jewish community s point of view this is madness, for if the Indian ia driven 
out easily, the Jew will be the next object of attack. It is ag plain as any- 
thing out here that anti-Semitism is smouldering. Nothing could give it a more 
sinister opportunity than to drive out the Indians, . There are those who 
desire to capture the Indian trude, who are short-sighted enough to side with the 
enemy against the Indians. 

The significant warning is timely, and the facts are not tome disputed. 
One has only to read, for example, the recent columus of the Rann Dat.y 
Mait, which published an advertisement by the so-called “League of 
Gentiles,” asking for the enrolment of twenty thousand more Gentiles “to 
complete the scheme of co-operation for the benefit of all true South 
Africans.” The objects of the League, which is obviously a definitely anti- 


Jewish body, are “ to organise Gentile opinion so as to bring pressure to 


bear on the Government to prevent evasion of the immigration laws by the 


people of Eastern Europe, and to ensure the protection of Gentile women- 


folk.” This is exactly the kind of language that was used, not long ago, in 
order to get rid of Indian competition and to tighten up the immigration 


laws against Indians. My correspondent is entirely right in pointing out 
the folly of making common cause with the enemy, that is, ignorance, super- 


stition, selfishness and greed, against the Indians. 


This anti-Indian attitude, on the part of a considerable portion of the 


Jewish trading community in South Africa, is bound 
upon the Jewish population in India, which is already none too popular. I 
am bound to confess, however, that the Jewish leaders of the Beni Israel

Arabic Culture. 
LECTURE BY PROFESSOR D.S. MARGOLIOUTH, 

Under the auspices of the Anglo-Palestinian Ciub, Professor D. §. 
Margoliouth, M.A. read a paper on “ Arabic Culture,” at Jews’ College, last 
Saturday evening.

The ceason why the Communities hadsuccumbed almost without 
a struggle to Islam, was that their strength had been sapped by internecine 
wars. Imperialism had absorbed whole kingdoms, and the people had 
become so accustomed to the domination of foreigners, that a change of 
masters made little difference to them. Arabia had become a backwater

RECEIPTS STILL BELOW NORMAL. 


The Head. Office of the Keren MHayesod again réports that its cash 

“receipts for Decemer were far from being satisfactory. > The sum total to 

reach the Head Office in the month of December was £32,825, as against 
£39,372 in December, 1924. 

The largest remittance is £21,422 from the United States. Next on the 
list is Roumania (inchisive of Bukovina, Bessarabia and Transylvania) with 
£1,757, followed by Germany, the Argentine. Latvia, Holland.and England. 
Receipts from Poland were remarkably low. ‘Those from Czecho-Slovakia, 
Palestine and Jugo-Slavia are also under £500, while those from the 
remaining countries, Austria and Lithuania included, did not even come 
up to £300. 

In consequence of the faci that not only did the December receipts 
again fall considerably short of the amount designated by the Board of 
Directors az absolutely essential, but were even £7,000 less than in tho 
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corresponding month of the preceding year, the Palestine Executive could 
not be supplied with the quota for its December budget, such monies as 
were sent having to-bo used to make good the deficiencies of the previous 
months.

DR. DAICHES’ REPLY 


The ScCOTSMAN of W dnesday in last week tained a letties from 
Rabbi Dr. Salis | aich s who wrote, jer alia: 


The Rey. Dr. W. Kwing is reported to have Sail in the course of his aildre a 
delivered in the Central Hall, on the Holy Land that the inhabitants of Palestine 
are “bitterly with the Eritian Administration, and that the eanse 
of this disappointment. was the “Balfour Decliration.” which had fallen “lik* a 
bolt from the blus” inio “the peaceful atmosphere” which had prevailed in 
Palestine up tillthen. Lt is difficult to understand what could have induced Dr 
Ewing--a remgrkanly fair-minded and clear-sivhted observer—to make such state. 
ments, without adduoing any evidence in their support. So far asthe “ Baltour 
Declaration” is concerned. it has only to be recalled that the Declaration wis 
made on November 2nd 1917—before the British forces took Jerusalem. and while 
the terrible misrule of the Turk atill oppressed the best part of the country —in 
order to demonstrate the baselessness of the statement that the Declaration had 
fallen as a ‘bolt from the blue” into a “peaceful country.” As to the “bitter 
disappointment” of the Palestinians with the British Administration it would 

» more correct to say that those elements of the people that are dis ippointed 
are so because of the fairness and incorruptible justness of the administration. and 
not for the opp site reason. Asa matter of fact, the disappointment with Great 
Britain is entirely confined to a handful of Arab--or pan-Arab — politicians. who 
are bent on mischief, and who are disillusioned because they have been unable to 
achieve in Palestine what their confrérea have achieved in Svria. I travelled 
throagh the length and breadth of the country as late as last April, and could 
not maine @ more ideal state of peace and tranquillity than I saw then in all 
parts of the Holy Land, and among all the elements of the population 


In the course of his r. ply, published oa the followinggdiy, De. 
said : 


_. . « the stalements referred to in my last Sunday's address were not made 
withont ample evidence. I have sympathy with the Zionists. 1 have many 
friends among the Arabs. I have tried to do justice to both. Dr. Daiches tells 
us What he saw in Palestiné He is a distinguished Zionist, and of course. th 
Arabs did not make him their confidant. Fis account of Arab sentiments and move- 
ments is inaccurate. I witnessed myself something of the perplexity, anxiet» 
and distress of which the Balfour Declaration in its early days was tle occasion 
If it was not in the nature of a “bolt from the blue” the figure has lost its 
meaning. Recently I held intimate converse with many Arabs in various centres 
from the mountain of Hebron to Galilee. I sought, not wholly in vain perhaps 
to lead them to a truer understanding of the Balfour Declaration. In the process 
I certainly learned many things that inspired sympathy and respect. 
not men to be described in Dr. Daiches’ words as “a handful of Arab 
Arab-- politicians, who are bent on mischief . , Arab cliqnes.” Tuey 
included all classes, from the humble fal/ch to the erudite sheikh. They are just 
as sincere aa the Zionists, and have no less right'to cherish their patriotic ideals 
It is dangerous to make light of convictions and emotions such as I have 
witnessed. Lancuage likethat of Dr. Daiches can only increase bitterness. All 
honour to generous Zionists throuchout the world who snupport the gallant 
colonists in their attack upon the waste places in Palestine. The*foming of the 
Zionists, however. has not made easier the task of administration fesides 
arousing the antagonism of the Arabs, tt has introduced many comp&ations

Tam not 
prepared to contradict your corre: pondent regarding the number of Jewish 
assis ant teachers employ. d by th» Mauches'er Educa‘ion Committee, whic 
if not truly in proportion, ned only be mentioned, when. in my opinion, 
th» be remedied... But Iam very much concerned. when he 
c-arzesMthe Manchester Director of Education, through officials. of 
b aring animosity or anti-Jewish feel ng against our people. 

I speak w.th a practical knowledge aud experience as a Man hester 
man, and, having myself attended these s hools, I. un erstand the position 
p evailing at them. 

I have repeate ily, for many years past, stated from pubhe platforms 
that a Jewish Day School is absolutely essential for the welfare of the 
en Idren and of the Jewish community. I am now, and have been for some 
time, working in this direction with the Manc'.ester Educational Authorities, 
and { do believe that the time is not far distant when this may be achieved ; 
and if the busybodies will leave se matters to those who know the true 
position, without unfluly attacifing those of whom they have very little 
knowledge, then matters will be put in order. 

It is a pity your correspondent does not come out in the open, but must 
perforce hide his identi y, as, if it would be possible to confront him, I 
could supply him data showing that-his charges of ant.-Semitism are wide 
of the mark. 

The Manchester E jucational Authorities have done, and are always 
willing to do what they can for the education of the Jewish children on 
lines which have always received the approval of our Jewish leaders in this 
city. Our boys and girls are given every facility, not only at these Council 
schools, but at the Higher Grade Sehools, Colleges, and l niversities in the 
Mancheter area, which receive a very high percentage of Jewish children 
and students. 

I feel sure that the reflection, which your correspondent desires to cast 
ou our Director of Education or his office, will be repudiated in such a 
manner that he will cot readily rush in to print for some considerable time

City Fire Inquest. 
STATEMENT BY DISTRICT SURVEYOR 

Under the City of London Fire Inquests Act Dr Waldo held an 
inqatry at the City Coroner's Court last Friday, concerning the burning 
of the premises, 55, Farringdon Street, in the occupation of Mr Avnrrs 
Scco.sky, fur manofacturer, and ethers. Several ins rance companies 
were represented. Police constable Walton said that on tho evening 
of D cember 24th he saw flimes coming from that pirt of the | uildinz 
occupied by Mr. Sucolsky. Edward Claydon, sub officer of the Fire 
Brigade, sail that on reaching the fou:th floor he had difficulty in 
breaking opea an iron door, which was fastened by two padlocks and iron 
bars. District Officer Sidn-y Wells said that he saw a hole in the floor ft 
from the doorway, an! it was just at that spot that the flames were fiercest. 
[t was not the furs that were burning. He would rather not express au 
opigion as to the cause of the fire. Answering Mr. Woodgate, for the 
London County Council, witness said that two holes had been burned 
throu ch the I}in. floor boirds. Does the appearance of the holes indicate 
thatsome hing buried above these holes and throuzh the floor in a very 
lieree manner ?--Untloubted'y. And there must have been something 
burning on these holes tm each case Yes. Arthur Alfred Barnett. 
manoger and traveller for Mr. Sucolsky, said that he and his employer — ere 
the last 16 leave their premises on Christmas Eve.

Questioned 
by Mr. Andrews, representing the Southern Union General Insurance 
Company, of Australasia, witness said he knew that Mr. Sucolsky had 
insured his stock and fixtures for £5,500, but he did not know that a 
claim had beon made for ¢5.253 under the head of “loss of stock.” After 
the fire the stock-book and some other books were missing. Abraham Davis 
Sucolsky, trading as Aubrey Davis Sucolsky, said he had no idea as to the 
cause of the ire and had’no reason to suspect or incendiarism. He 
kept books in a safe, but his stock-beok, generally kept in the s ock-room. 
wad missing, as well ai some other books. His position. was perfectly 
sound tinancially. tle denied that he had had a fire previously either at his 
business premises or any of his residences.

At the resumed hearing on Wednesday, Alfred Watkins, storekeeper to 
Mr. sucolsky, said that cigarettes and cigars were smoked at the Chri.tmis 
eve celebration, despite the fact that there was « notice, “ Smoking strictly 
prohibited.” In reply to Sir Walter Schwabe, the witness said he had b en 
taking stock before Christinas and had almost completed te task. He gave 
Mr. Sucol.ky the ‘ocument referring to it. Roplying ‘o Mr. Fuller, the 
witness said he did not know where Mr. Sucolsky put the piece of gaper 
referring to the stock. Mr. Fuller; This paper has survived the fire, but the 
stock book has not. 

M-. Gerald W bb, claims manager for the Licences and General 
Insurance Company, Moorgate. stated that he took steps to see that Mr. 
Sucolsky wes not msured, On the ground of undes rab lity. That was the 
result of a communication made to him by a Mr. Bernstein. 

Questioned by De ective-Sergeant Johnson, he said he con-idered this a 
suspicious fire. Wo you suspect arson ?—T think it 1s a possibi ity. 

Mor is Bernstei , formerly Jack Golding, a witness, said be knew Mr. 
Sucolsky, but he could not tell the Court anything about the fire. He knew 
Hyman Sucolsky, brother of Abraham, and he last saw him at a house in 
Hackney. Uyman did not suggest that he should go with him te an i surance 
office to ewearan affidavit, nor was he offered £1) for do ng so. The witness 
knew nothing about it, nor did he know anything about £500 being offe. ed 
by an insurance company. ii

We can make a lot of money out o he 
In answer to Detective-Sergeant Johnson, the witness said the first tnforma- 
tion he had about a fire that was going to occur was about three weeks after 
Abraham Sucolsky received his cheque for the insurance burglary. It was 
two years ago that Abraham Sucolsky told him he was going to have a fire. 

Hyman Sucolsky, of Mile End Road, brother of Abraham Sucolsky, 
stated that he was present when a man named Bernstein, in the presence of 
& man named Ballon, said: “If you can get in touch with Aubrey (meaning 
Abraham Sucolsky) aay, ‘If you give us £200 we will keep quiet. The 
Wits’ 43 told him it was impossible, adding that it would be very risky for 
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him to get in touch with his brother. Bernstein then said that he would 
try another way. He said the insurance company had offered £500 for the 
prodaction of another witness, and then asked the witness to go and swear 
an affidavit. mw, 

Replying to M-. Fuller, the wi'acss said that Berastein proposed that 
he should give false evidence against his brother.

He had experimented with the burning of 
woodwork and he was satisfied that no ordinary cause of fire, such as a 
cigarette or ight thrown down, or paraffin or turpentine thrown down, cou'd 
have produced such an ffect. He considered that the present condition of 
the fourth floor was proof that the fire originated in deliberate, premeditated 
and active incendiarism, aud that the premises were wilfully, unlawfully. 
and maliciously set on fire )

THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 

‘The Greek Play Soc'ety’s production of the “ Tyrannus of 
Scphocies, at the New Scalaon Sunday, was on the whole an impressive 
performance. Played “as nearly as possible in the anarent Greek manner. 
it gained a specious novelty, but, at least in my opinion, lost in effective- 
ness There isa curious tendency, in reviving old plays, to adhere to 
oulword conventions which in many cases owed their détre to 
the lack of modern stare facilities ai the time when the plays were 
first presented That may not apply to “dipus,” but it is mone the less 
true that a procession of peeple solemnly prancing around in masks strikes the 
modern eye as comic. Lt is-pefectly obvious that Sophocles, were he alive 
to- lay, would wish his tragedy to be presented in asiyle which, aceording to 
the standards of his audience, is suited to that type of the drama. Why 
does not the Society. if it wishes to be cons stent, play in Greek ? Tristan 
awson, Wailfid Walter, Frank Vosper, Lawrence Anderson, and Austin 
all gave good performances, as far as ther arbitrary limitat ons 
would allow them. H. A. Saintsbury, as Gdipus, delivered his long speeches 
rather monotouously, a fault which was accentuated by his enforced lack of 
facial expression.

Auntie’s Chat, 


Tam happy to see that we are now within measureable distance of 
the first hundred pounds of our second Cot Fund, and with a resobhute 
effort on the part of my generous readers we should beat the record of 
the first fund, the first hundred of which was scored in eleven months, 
The grandfather of one of my uephews has generously offered to give 
the last pound of the first hundred this time, so you can easily reckon 
hgw much has to be subser:bed to reach that goal. We have every reason 
to be pr ud of our work so far, but we must not rest on our laurels as 
the children’s ward of the Jewish Hospital is short! y to be opened, and it 
will be very nice if we can point to two Young Israel Cots therein. Who 
is going to be in the last lap of the first hundred? A fillip has been 
given to the fund this week by the South London Young Israel Society. 
At a social gathering of the society my zealous nephew, Herbert A. 
Goldner, arrayed as a surgeon, with operation mask complete, paraded a 
cot, and asked who would help fill it. They filled it to the extent of 
£2. Splendid ! 

BIBLE CRITICISM. 

Someone asked me the other day what my views were in regard to 
Bible criticism. My answer was that I was a critic myself—an appre. 
ciative critic. It seems to be assumed that Bible criticism is necessarily 
destructive. ‘That view has become current because ceriain non-Jewish 
scholars have gone to absurd lengths in their treatment of the text of the 
Bible which, when they have finished with it, is a disjointed patchwork. 
I have little pafience with these dissecters, who remind me of the little 
boy who breaks up a watch to find out what makes it go. Another false 
assumption is that if it can be shown that errors have crept into the text 
of the Bible its claim to inspiration goes. That is absurd. One might 
just as well say that because a printer makes a mistake in ove of 
Shakespeare’s plays that he was any the less inspired. The truth is that 
while some errors may have crept into the text of the Bible—and the 
Massoretic notes show that Jewish teachers have admitted the possibility 
many assumed corruptions of the text are not corruptions at all, but 
our knowledge is not complete enough to get at the right interpretation. 
A study of comparative shilolées has shown that many an obscure word 
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becomes at once intelligible in the light of another tongue. ‘There are 
hundreds of English words which are corruptions of foreien ones, and 
ean only be understood by reference to their origin. 


INSPIRATION, 


But to me these are minor matters. I am quite conte: t to take the 
Bible as it is, without worrying whether a phrase tere or < phrase there 
crept in at a date much later thn the original, or whetner a verse here 
or a verse there has bec me misplaced. It does not worry me whether or 
not a psalm ascribed to David'really belongs to the Maccabean age. What 
Lam concerned wi h is the literary, religious and inspirational values to 
be found in the Bible as it is. 1 find inspiration on every page of it, and 
the fact that it has been preserved for us in its present form I regard as 
a miracle. Instead of worrying w ether this or t :at man wrote what he 
was supposed to have written, I njoy what is ascribed to him irrespective 
of the actual aythorship, and I sve the obvious inspiration no maiter 
whether Moses wrote it or Brown or Jones or Robinson. Archwology is 
confirming the Bible almost every day, and it is not the Bible that is 
ghaken by the new discoveries but the eritics. Bible criticism is 
interesting in its way, but it should shake no one’s religious beliefs or 
faith. The Bible remains—the Bible! The Book of Books '
